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DETAILED ACTION 

Election/Restrictions 

In response to the Office Action of 1 8 July 2005, the applicant elected, 
with traverse, Group II, claims 12-23. 

The restriction requirement of 18 July 2005 contained the following at pages 5 
and 6, thereof: 

"This application contains claims directed to the following patentably distinct 
species of the claimed invention: 

1 ) the inclusion of only one polymer, or 

2) the inclusion of two or more polymers. 

Applicants must elect a final polymer species from those claimed for number 1 , 
above, or Applicants must elect a final polymer species for each of the two polymers 
from those claimed for number 2, above. 

Applicant is required under 35 U.S.C. 121 to elect a single disclosed species for 
prosecution on the merits to which the claims shall be restricted if no generic claim is 
finally held to be allowable. Currently, claims 1,11,12,15-24, 32-34, 39-48, 51, 54-62 
and 65-78 are generic. 

Applicant is advised that a reply to this requirement must include an 
identification of the species that is elected consonant with this requirement, and 
a listing of all claims readable thereon, including any claims subsequently added 
(emphases added)." 
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The reply filed on 19 August 2005 is not fully responsive to the prior Office Action 
because of the following omission(s) or matter(s): applicants failed to elect a species for 
prosecution, with notation as to what claims may be readable on the elected species.
